‘The school ‘erected under Roman Catholic 
auspices for the Christian Brothers, and known 
.a St. Joseph's College, was formally inaugurated 
on.the afternoon of Saturda~ last by His Excel- 
lency the: Administrator, The’ new building, a 
very handsome and imposingstructure, is situated 
on tho Glenealy estate, just below Robinson 
* Road, and commands a splendid view of the 
harbour and surrounding country. , It has been
